Province identifies gaming zones 


The Ontario Lottery and Gaming 
Commission has released details of 
the 29 "gaming zones" in the province 
- and it may be bad news for Innisfil. 

Innisfil is in Zone C2 - along with 
the Township of Oro-Medonte, and 
City of Barrie. The entire Zone will be 
permitted a single casino, with up to 
1,200 slot machines. 

For the past 10 years, Great 
Canadian Gaming Company has 
operated the OLG Slots at Georgian 
Downs racetrack in InnisfQ - and the 
Town of Innisfil has benefited, to the 
tune of over $4 million per year, as 
host municipality. 

Now, Great Canadian Gaming is 
being asked to submit an RFI - a 
Request for Information - on the 
operation of a "world class” gaming 
facUity in the area, and other 
interested operators may be making 
their submissions as well. 

The RFI is described as the first 
step in the process of “modernizing” 
gaming in the province, and 
increasing provincial revenues. Once 
submissions are in, OLG will look at 
pre-qualifying interested vendors, 
and thenissueaRequestfor Proposals, 
as early as this fall. 

Innisfil Mayor Barb Baguley has said 
she is hopeful that Great Canadian 
Gaming Co. will be successful, in 
presenting their case. "They're 
accredited, qualified, audited - and 
they’re a Canadian company,” she 


said. “I suspect theywill be a preferred 
bidder” - especially since Georgian 
Downs “is a purpose-buUt bufiding, 
it is owned by Great Canadian 
Gaming, it is only 10 years old. That 
reaUy does give them an advantage.” 
Baguley also said she hopes that the 
Province will take into consideration 
the use of the revenues within the 
municipality, and the importance of 
contributing to the local community, 
“ifthepublicisgoingtobuyin,”in any 
reworking of the revenue-sharing. 

“We have been very prudent with 
the management of the money... At 
the same token, we will miss the $4 
million a year if we don’t have it.” 

Other gaming zones include York 
Region (Markham/Richmond Htil), 
North Simcoe (Cofiingwood, Midland 
and Springwater), and the GTA.

From the friendly baseball 
game, Classic Car Show, and 
entertainment in the Bond Head 
Hall on Friday night, to Saturday’s 
all-day extravaganza, and Sunday’s 
ecumenical church service, the Bond 
Head 175 Festival was a full weekend 
of celebration and fun. 

On Saturday morning, County 
Rd. 27 was closed to traffic between 
the 6th Line of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury and County Rd. 88, 
turning the main street in front of 
Bud Brown Memorial Park into an 
old-fashioned market and pedestrian 

Enbridge served up a pancake and 
peameal bacon breakfast to the early 
birds, and participants marshalled 
for the biggest parade the hamlet has 
seen in decades - dozens of classic 
cars, floats, Sheba Shrine go-karts and 
Voyageur Shriners, even a contingent 
of Red Hatters, and the 1953 Beeton 
fire truck, restored by Bond Head's 
Durabody. 

There were arts and crafts in the big 
tent, food vendors selling everything 
from Beaver Tails to Strawberry 
Shortcake, and contests for adults 
and kids alike. 

At noon, Town Crier Art Meeke 
launched the official Opening 
Ceremonies, by inviting all "to 
celebrate and to participate in a 
monumental day in the history of 
Bond Head, its 175th anniversary." 

The hamlet received its name 
in 1837 when the post office was 
opened, with Joel Robinson as first 
postmaster. It was named for the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Upper 
Canada at the time, Sir Francis 
Bond Head - a political statement 
and a proclamation of loyalty to the 
crown at a time of rebellion, when 
William Lyon Mackenzie’s reformers 
challenged the status quo. 

MP for York-Simcoe Peter Van Loan 
was among the invited guests, and 
spoke of that initial proclamation 
of loyalty - noting that the hamlet 
of “Bond Head has always punched 
well above its weight,” with citizens 
who have included Sir William Osier, 
father of diagnostic medicine, and Sir 
William Mulock, Canada's Postmaster 
General from 1896 to 1905. 

Located on the stage coach route to 
Barrie, and the plank road to Holland 
Landing, it was home to stores, mills, 
farms, a grammar school, and “left an 
indelible mark on the history of this 
County,” Van Loan said. 

The Bond Head Festival 175 
Committee received praise for 
their 2 years of preparation and 
organization, and for demonstrating 
the same characteristics as the early

County’s Deputy Warden Harry 
Hughes, Mayor of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Doug White and 
all members of Council, and 
New Tecumseth Mayor Mike 
MacEachem, who grew up in Bond 
Head. 

There was live entertainment, 
including a Saturday Night dance 
with the Paxton Orchestra at the 
Bond Head Community Hall. 
Tractor and horse-drawn wagon 
rides brought visitors through 
the hamlet, to visit historical sites 
and St. Catherine of Alexandria 
Catholic Church - the former 
Anglican church founded by 
Featherstone Osier - where artisans 
demonstrated pioneer skills. And 
crowds took a walking tour of 12 of 
the more than 40 buildings in the 
hamlet that are over 100 years old, 
meeting costumed interpreters 
who represented early residents 
like “Thomas Proctor” general store 
owner ca. 1880, and Miss Clark, 
modiste ca. 1884. 

There was also a unique 
perspective on the man of the hour, 
Sir Francis Bond Head, provided 
by Professor and literary historian, 
Kevin Hutchings, visiting from 
B.C. Professor Hutchings dispelled 
some of the myths surrounding the 
man that William Lyon Mackenzie 
called "Sir Francis Blockhead," 
and that United Empire Loyalists 
portrayed as a hero. 

"The truth is more complicated 
than either of those two positions,” 
Hutchings said. Bond Head was 
a poet, best-selling author of 22 
books, a graduate of the Royal 
Military Academy who fought 
in the Napoleonic War and 
with Wellington at the batde of 
Waterloo, and an adventurer who 
earned the nickname “Galloping 
Head,” for his horse-back trips 
across the pampas in South 
America, when he worked for the 
Rio Plata Mining Company. 

He helped to reform the Poor 
Laws of Great Britain, and in 1867 
was appointed to the Privy Council, 
where he provided input on the 
Confederation of Canada. And the 
great poet Samuel Taylor Coleridge 
was a fan, writing of the “kindly and 
gendemanly mind breaking out 
everywhere in the writings of Sir 

The hamlet of Bond Head, said 
Hutchings, provides a "potent 
reminder of his.... gallant style,” 
and Sir Francis would have been 
delighted with the Festival.

and increase the insulating value of the windows; daylight and occupancy 
sensors in the offices, that will dim or turn off the lighting; and a vertical loop 
ground-source heat exchange system. 

Besides better access for the public and wheelchair users, the new building 
will also reduce energy consumption, with estimated savings of40-50% over 
regular industry standards. And solar panels on the roof and towers will 
generate energy for the grid, and revenues for the County. 

“It was built to have payback in 17 years, through energy conservation 
features,” said Dawn Hipwell, purchasing, fleet and property manager, adding 
that the project came in on budget and on time. 

The expansion also includes 7 new meeting rooms, for staff and not-for-profit 
organizations, equipped with the latest in audio visual aids - already in use.

The approach is 
simple: Provide groups of children 
with the opportunity to reach out 
and get to know their neighbours - to 
learn from each other.
